Good cowpea hay is fully as valuable a feed, 
pound for pound, as red clover hay, and very 
nearly equal in value to Alfalfa or to wheat bran.

The 
practice of broadcasting on small grain stubble 
and plowing under the seed is still common; also 
that of putting in the seed or grain stubble with 
a disk drill without plowing. Both of these prac- 
tices are rapidly being replaced by good prepara- 
tion of the soil before seeding.
